Thanks to the embassy of Uncle Sam 
they are now safe and sound at home 
with their parents. The boys were 
sent to England for schooling. When 
war began to be the sole topic of con- 
versation, school held no c^arntf fat 
the twins. ,Fb*y ran awayfj 
listed in a Sussex regime^, 
told the recruiting sergeant they were 
eighteen and easily passed the mili- 
tary examination. 
They soldiered 


for many weeks. Finally word of the 
true situation found its way to the 
Hudson home in Bridgeport. An ap- 
peal was hurriedly despatched to the 
state department at Washington. It 
was passed on to the American em- 
bassy here. The twins were quickly 
"grabbed" and sent home. ' 


Many of the youths whose soldier 


life has been interrupted by Uncle 
Sam still remain in England. 
In 


some cases their parents are unaWe 
to send them money to buy civilian 
clothing and return to America. No 
fund at the embassy provides for such 
expenditures. Relief societies in Lon- 
don sxs caring for some of them. An 
American steamship line has agreed 
to take three each voyage, provided 
they will work their way to New 
York. 


Inquiry at the embassy today em- 


phasized the importance of sending 
funds from America if parents wish 
the government to reclaim their sons 
from Europe's battlefields. When the 
American authorities find tke boys 
they are, of course, garbed in khaki. 
Their citizen clothing has been left 
behind. Funds are needed to buy new 
raiment. Money is also necessary for 
their keep and to send them to Liver- 
pool where they may take their turn 
at work on an American liner.

The New York Sun publishes in the place of a lead- 


ing editorial an interesting communication headed "The 
New Diplomacy" and written by "E. H. L." who deplores 
the substitution of Wilsonian for previous American 
methods. According to this writer, the Wilsonian method 
of diplomacy tends to be weak and vacillating because it 


, waits to be guided by opinions expressed in thousands of 
"iiewspapers, letters and telegrams, whereas the former 
diplomacy disregarded such ephemeral and contradictory 
**vociforations" and based its decisions upon conviction 
and accepted American principles. 


Undoubtedly President Wilson, acting upon our ac- 


' cepted theories of government, has attempted to hear the 
voice of the people during the past few months, but 


• whether he has actually gone any farther than previous 
i president in this particular is open to question. As con- 
' grass alone can decide on peace or war, and congressmen 
We responsive to dominant opinion in their districts so 
far as this is made clear to them, and effort to learn the 


1 people's will has always been regarded as proper and has 
j^ahrays been made. Mr. Wilson is by no means the first 


president to do this and will not be the last. But the ef- 
fort is attended with difficulty and in most cases fails to 
remove the element of uncertainty, thus requiring more 
•r less of independent decision in the cabinet where diplo- 
matic or other matters are concerned. 


In the United States it can not be said that the opin- 


i«n of the majority reveals itself promptly or expresses 


i itaeV onoe for all without wavering. It is apt to vary ac- 
t cording to racial extraction or the often conflicting in- 
| terests of far-separated sections, and this accounts for 
f the bewilderment, indecision and vacillation some times 
L Observed in the politician who "keeps an ear to the 
l^round." As our government has faced the several dip- 
fkraiatic crisis during the past few months, the "state of 
t public feeling" has not always been absolutely clear owing 


i to conflicting assertion and uncertainty as to the real 
1 thought of the multitude. Even when the great majority 


of the newspapers quoted at a given time plainly favored 
a certain course, it remained true that these newspapers 
were relatively few compared with the whole number of 
even important dailies published in the United States. 


It is not likely that President Wilson has wished to 


introduce a new diplomacy of the sort described by his 
critic. As a matter of fact he could not have done so 
even if he had desired, the difficulties being too great. 
At times most of us have feared that there was hesita- 
tion and too much delay, but such apprehension could 
readily result merely from our natural anxiety and in- 
evitable impatience. It is important to remember in this 
connection that the tomes of varying speculation and de-1 
liberate guesswork sent out by industrious Washington

clothing and return to America. No 
fund at the embassy provides for such 
expenditures. Relief societies in Lon- 
don sxs caring for some of them. An 
American steamship line has agreed 
to take three each voyage, provided 
they will work their way to New 
York. 


Inquiry at the embassy today em- 


phasized the importance of sending 
funds from America if parents wish 
the government to reclaim their sons 
from Europe's battlefields.

' grass alone can decide on peace or war, and congressmen 
We responsive to dominant opinion in their districts so 
far as this is made clear to them, and effort to learn the 


1 people's will has always been regarded as proper and has 
j^ahrays been made. Mr. Wilson is by no means the first

1 thought of the multitude. Even when the great majority 


of the newspapers quoted at a given time plainly favored 
a certain course, it remained true that these newspapers 
were relatively few compared with the whole number of 
even important dailies published in the United States. 


It is not likely that President Wilson has wished to 


introduce a new diplomacy of the sort described by his 
critic. As a matter of fact he could not have done so 
even if he had desired, the difficulties being too great. 
At times most of us have feared that there was hesita- 
tion and too much delay, but such apprehension could 
readily result merely from our natural anxiety and in- 
evitable impatience. It is important to remember in this 
connection that the tomes of varying speculation and de-1 
liberate guesswork sent out by industrious Washington
